CHINESE AMERICANS' RIGHTS. 

Mongolians in Hawaiian Islands Claim 
Freedom of the Country Which 

Ilns Adopted Them. >} 

Washington, Dee. 2. — The United 
States government is being called upon 
to face some questions resulting from 
the expansion policy. The British gov- 
ernment some time before the annexation 
of Hawaii fo the United Stutes filed with 
Hawaii a number of claims for redress- 
for ill-treatment and illegal confinement 
of Britisb subjects involved in the revo- 
lutionary movement which overthrew the- 
Queen. These amount to several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the aggregate 
and the question is, the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment having failed to settle them, 
whether the United States government 
does not inherit the liabilities. The ■ 
claims are just such as were tiled against 
the Hawaiian government on behalf of 
a number of alleged American citizens, 
most of whom afterwards turned out to- 
be aliens. None of the latter claims 
were pressed but they formed the foun- 
dation for the British claims. 

Another question of more importance 
is the determination of the status o(* 
some of the newly acquired citizens or- 
subjects. Already a Chinaman by birth, 
but a Filipino by citizenship, has ai>- 
plied for recognition as an American 
citizen. Another Chinaman in Hawaii 
wants a passport showing that he is a 
citizen of the United States. 

The annexation law prohibits the com- 
ing into the limits of the United States 
of Chinese from Hawaii, but tint con- 
stitutionality of any net that proposes to 
discriminate among Chinese citizens has 
been raised, and this Chinaman is a citi- 
zen by adoption. These are a few of 
the questions that have already arisen 
and others are expected to follow in the 
near future.

Will Shed Their Blood in Torrents 
Again Before Bowing to 
Foreign Dominion. 



By Associated Press. 

Manila, Dec.. 2.— Owing to the fact 
that the result of the Paris conference 
him long been anticipated here, the agree- 
ment of Spain to cede the Philippine 
islands to the United States created no 
excitement. The Americana made no 
demonstration, Commercial circles were 
relieved, the Spaniards were Indifferent 
and some of the American volunteers 
were disgusted ut the prospect of being 
detained here now that the lighting is 
finished, 

Aguhialdo is certain to assume n eon 
ciliatory attitude because his position is 
daily becoming more untenable. His 
rival intriguers are becoming uncon- 
trollable, especially since funds have run 
short ajid the outlying provinces have be- 
come disaffected. Although never much 
more than a figurehead, Aguinnldo has 
been consistently temperate, and the 
authorities have no reason to fear that 
he will depart from thi-s policy. Never- 
theless, the native newspapers continue 
to publish inflammable articles. The 
Republica Fillpa this morning publishes 
an article headed: "The Moment Has 
Arrived," and saying "when the confer 
once terminated its labors the Filipinos 
had already conquered all of the island 
of Luzon, and the adjacent islands, ex- 
cept the towns of Hollo, Cebu, Leyto and 
Samar. The Filipinos will never consent 
to the ignominy of being treated as chat 
tels. They will shed their blood in tor 
vents again before bowing to foreign 
dominion, however light. 

"America brought the great chief 
Aguinaldo from Ilonltong and recognized 
our nationality by allowing our Hag to 
be raised at Corregidor island and to 
sail the bay in full sight of all the for- 
eign fleets. None dared to interfere, If 
America now declines to openly acknowl- 
edge our independence, a great injustice 
will be committed. 

"Had Spain asked f 10,000,000 for the 
islands the Filipinos would gladly have 
given twice the amount or more to pre- 
serve (heir rights, ruthlessly set aside by 
the enemy and the nation without a true 
understanding of the aspirations, rights 
and sacrifices of those who have stood 
torture enough and who are left to fight 
and suffer ia defence of their country 
from new slavery." 

The article affirms the friendship of 
the Filipinos for the Americans, insists 
that the insurgents will never fire the 
first shot, and adds that the harmony ex 
is ting will only be broken by "priests or 
traitors inducing the Americans to at- 
tach UK." 



BUBONEG PLAGUE. 

Talcing Finn Hold in Madagascar— Two 
Cases Reported at Suez. 

Paris, Dee. 1.— The colonial office is 
taking stringent measures to cheek the 
bubonic plague which has broken out in 
Madagascar. Particular vigilance will 
be exorcised to prevent importation of 
the plague into France by traders land 
ing at Marseilles. The disease in Mad 
ligascar has broken out badly among the 
natives, but the white population is as 
.vet unaffected. 

CARL1STS PRO VIC COSTLY. 

Spain at an Expense or Three Million 
Dollars to Keep Them in Check. 

IiOndon, Dec. 2.— The Biarritz corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: "Sev- 
eral Carlists have been arrested at Mora 
de Bubielos, in the province of Teruel, 
for trying to enlist soldiers for Carlism. 
Tile soldiers themselves denounced them. 
Their success would have been serious, 
since the whole district is Ca.rli.st and 
the garrison small. 

General Corrcn. minister for war, has 
sent a drastic secret circular to the Cap- 
tain-General of the provinces. It is es- 
timated that the maintenance of the 
army on a war footing against the Carl- 
ists will cost the government £000,000. 



TURK'S DIGNITY MAINTAINED. 

Allowed to Fly the Crescent Over Islet 
in Cretan Waters. 

Athens, Dec 1.— The foreign admirals 
commanding in Cretan waters have se- 
lected the little island of Suda as the 
place where the Turkish Hag shall float 
in fulfilment of the promise to maintain 
the emblem of Ottoman suzerainty. The 
population of the islet which is separated 
from Crete by a tolerably wide channel, 
is entirely Mohammedan. The selection 
is the best possible and will minimize 
the irritation of Christianity that will 
he caused by the hoisting of the cres- 
cent. 



CAROLINES IN THE MARKET. 

Germany Bargaining but Thinks Ten 
Million Francs Too Much. 

Berlin, Dec. t. — A German government 
official in an interview with the corres- 
pondent here of the Associated Press, 
confirms the report that Germany is ne- 
gotiating with Spain for the purchase 
of the Caroline islands. 

It is understood that Spain expects to 
get ten million francs for them, which 
Germany considers excessive. 

Germany also makes the proviso that 
the negotiations shall he contingent upon 
no Internationa] complications' arising, 
especially with the United States. 

Prince Von Arenberg, president of the 
colonial society, assures the correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press that "the 
acquisition of the Caroline islands is 
important less from the standpoint of 
commerce, which is insignificant, than 
from a naval view point."

PtCQUART KEPT SECLUDED. 

The Prisoner Denied to Visitors— Senate 
Moving on Llis Behalf. 

London, Dee. 1.— A despatch to the 
Central News from Paris says that a 
visitor who called to see Col. Picquort 
in the Cherche Midi prison yesterday, 
was told that the Colonel was too much 
fatigued to see any one. There are sin- 
ister rumors as to the truth of this re- 
port. It is regarded as unlikely that 
Picqunrt would refuse to see bis friends. 
It is alleged the military authorities are 
doing their best to keep Ficquurt from 
view. 

It is announced that. M. Fabre in the 
senate and M. Kihot in the chamber of 
deputies will shortly interpellate the gov- 
ernment as to the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of Piequart as represented by cur- 
rent reports. 

Paris, Dee. 1.— The senate to-day ad- 
opted a motion placing courtsmartinl 
under the operation of the law of ISO", 
which abolishes the secret examination 
of accused persons prior to trial. An 
amendment proposing to retain secret 
examination in cases involving national 
danger was opposed by the minister for 
war. 

M. Wahleek Rousseau demanded ur- 
gency for a proposal to empower the 
court of cassation to order the stay of 
any prosecution calculated to hamper a 
revision. 

One hundred and thirteen voted for 
and the same number against the mo- 
tion for urgency, which was therefore 
lost. The tic voting resulted in the 
measure being referred to a special com- 
mittee, so that it can he passed soon 
enough to apply to the Piequart ease. 

Legal opinion leans to the view that 
M. Dupuy, the premier, was mistaken 
yesterday in declaring that the court of 
cassation had power to delay the Pic- 
quart courtmartial, and it was on this 
theory that the premier had erred, that 
M. Rosseau introduced his bill. The 
conversion of M. Herve, editor of 
Le Soleil, the royilist organ, to tin; Pic- 
qunrt cause to-day caused a great sen- 
sation.

London. Dee. 3.— The Times, discuss 
ing editorially this morning the Strang! 
and embarrassing problem facing the 
United States that springs from tin 
" novel imperial policy," says: " It is 
impossible to view the policy disclosed in 
Secretary Alger's report as complete or 
even intelligible until it is known what 
the Washington government means to 
do for the navy. 

" If the Philippines are to be effect- 
ively occupied, a large naval and trans- 
port power will be necessary. The 
United States must show themselves 
ready to repel any attempt on the part 
of the powers to attack a position which 
for some time can hardly he regarded as 
secure, or to assert a claim to a share 
in the spoils of disorganized conquest." 

The Madrid correspondent of the 
Daily News says: "it is otlicially an- 
nounced that the Spanish peace commis- 
sioners have secured a concession grant- 
ing Spain commercial advantages in the 
Philippines for ten years. An effort 
will be made to secure a similar conces- 
sion in the Antilles. The Cnxlist agita- 
tion is being exploited by the bourse, 
and it is therefore necessary to take 
alarming news with a grain of salt." 

The Madrid correspondent of the Daily 
Mail says: " In consequence of the 
Carlisl agitation in the province of Yiz- 
eaya, many rich families in the country 
districts are removing into the large 
towns for safety in case of an outbreak. 
Carlist emissaries have arrived at the 
respective Carlist headquarters in Vas- 
cangadas, Navarre and Mne.strugazo, 
ami it is expected that the government 
will order the garrisons at these places 
to be increased." 

Madrid, Dec. 2— The Premier. Senor 
Sagasta. at the cabinet meeting to-day 
described the Carlist movements in a 
number of the provinces, and said the 
government was prepnred to energeti- 
cally repress all attempts to disturb pub- 
lie order. 

Senor Silveln, the Conservative leader, 
has started an agitation for the imme- 
diate summoning of the Cortes. He sa.vs 
Hint, in view of the utter failure of the 
Liberals, it is time the Conservatives 
returned to power, when, he adds, the 
Carlist danger will be quickly dissipated. 

Washington, Dec. L\— Senator Halo of 
Maine yesterday announced bis opinion 
on the peace treaty which is being for- 
mulated in Paris. He is opposed to the 
acquisition of tin- Philippines, and bis 
antagonism to the treaty will be based 
upon the section which deals with the 
Philippine question. 

CUBAN SWAGGER. 

OlHeers of Their Army Ordered to Chal- 
lenge in Resentment of Insults. 

Havana, Dee. 2. — The executive com- 
mittee of the Cuban assembly agreed at 
its hist session to make it compulsory 
upon the part of any Cuban officers in- 
sulted by Spanish, Americans, or other 
officers to challenge the provoker to fight 
a duel. 

The measure has two aims, according 
to the Cubans. First, "to maintain the 
dignity of the Cuban army," and sec- 
ondly, "to check the impudence and in-, 
solonce of many so-called Cuban officers 
who, without having ever put their cour- 
age to a test, having enlisted after the 
armistice, and swaggering about with 
Cuban uniforms, endeavor to offend 
Spanish officers." 

It is lenrned on good authority that 
the Cubans have recently and secretly 
acquired a formidable armament, the ul- 
terior object of which is not known. It 
is added that they have purchased over 
S.000 rilles within the last ten days and 
the fact that they are continuing to pur- 
chase arms nnd ammunition is causing 
considerable speculation here.

Act — Case Now Before 
the Jury.

Napanee, Dec. 2.— (Special)— Proceed- 
ing at the Ponton trial to-day were de- 
voted to addresses of counsel. Mr. Gus 
Porter appeared for Ponton. Ho de- 
clared Ponton to be. innocent and said 
the crown had failed in every particular 
to establish any. guilt whatever outside 
of the evidence of the two notorious 
crooks and criminals. Mr. Osier follow- 
ed for the crown nnd the jury were lock- 
ed up for the night. 

The day has been one of the most ex- 
citing ever experienced in the town. For 
the lirst lime in its history the riot act 
h.-is been read and insults offered to the 
representative of the bench. Probably 
no real harm was intended, hut the usual- 
ly matter of fact crowd had been so ex- 
cited all day and the excitement grew so 
intense this evening that many men 
ceased to be accountable for their acts. 

The court was crowded to suffocation 
in the afternoon when Judge Ferguson's 
charge was delivered, tending against 
Ponton. The jury retired at 4:40, and 
at a quarter past six tin? judge announc- 
ed another adjournment, till eight o'clock. 
When the court re-assembled the people 
were packed like sardines in a box. The 
crowd was so dense that the judge decid- 
ed to adjourn until the morning. The 
crowd outside failed to understand the 
adjournment and the officials and judge 
could not get out. 

Finally the constables cleared the way, 
but on his appearance the judge was 
hooted. He escaped to a barber shop as 
a place of safety but the crowd sur- 
rounded the shop and so annoyed the 
judge that he called upon the sheriff to 
read the riot act. This was done and 
had a quieting effect on the mob and the 
judge got to his hotel. 

The Nnpanee people say outsiders are 
responsible for the regrettable occur 
rence and not the townspeople.

YUKON APPEALS. 

The First Case Referred to Region Dis- 
missed for Want of Jurisdic- 
tion There. 

Winnipeg. Dec. 2— (Special)— A Regina 
despatch says: "The first case of ap- 
peal from the Yukon district, and which 
from the recent change in law will un- 
doubtedly be the only ease to come up 
here, was heard yesterday before (he 
court en banc, consisting of Judges 
Richardson, Rouleau, Wetmore and 
Scott. Judge McGuiro, being the trial 
judge, did not sit. The case was that 
of A. Plaschenrl vs. F. 10. Kleim- 
schmidt, a partnership dispute nnd an 
appeal from the decision of Judge Mc- 
Guiro thereon. 

" F. C. Wade, of Dawson City, ap- 
peared for the plaintiff-respondent nnd 
raised the question of the jurisdiction of 
the Supreme court of the Northwest 
Territories in the case, as judgment had 
been delivered since the passing of the 
Yukon act of 1808. 

" Mr. Norman Mackenzie, of Regina, 
for the defendant-appellant, argued that 
the right to appeal to the Territorial 
court not having been specifically done 
away with by the Yukon act, still exist- 
ed, and that that was consistent with 
the interpretation of the act. 

"Judge Richardson read the unanimous 
decision of the bench on jurisdiction of 
the court, which was that the territorial 
court had no jurisdiction, and the ap- 
peal must therefore? be quashed with 
costs. The Yukon act had declared the 
Yukon district to be a territory with a 
supreme court of its own. That took it 
outside the Northwest Territories. In 
no purl of the Yukon act was the right 
of appeal to the Northwest Territories 
court given. The right of appeal to 
such a court could only he given by 
special enactment: jurisdiction could 
not be given by consent of the parties." 



FRENCH SENATORS ELECTION. 

Chamber Takes Up as Timely Proposal 
to Adopt Universal Suffrage. 

Paris, Dec. 2— In the chamber of depu- 
ties to-day M. Gauthier, republican, in- 
troduced a measure providing for the 
election of senators by universal suf- 
frage and demanded urgency. 

The Premier, M. Dupuy, opposed the 
granting of urgency and said the cham- 
ber should think twice before deciding 
upon a proposition changing the whole 
electoral system. 

Urgency, however, was adopted by a 
vote of 213 1o 228. 



POWERS MOYE ON PEKIN. 

Opinion Growing That Foreign Military

Necessary. 

Pekin, Dec. 2.— Owing to the presence 
of a French warship at Nankin, a. Brit- 
ish warship has been ordered there to 
protect the interests of Great Britain.

Dee. .1.— The dissolution 
of the United States of Central Americi 
after n national existence of less than i 
month is announced in a despatch re- 
ceived by one of the highest officials 
Central America to-day. It states that 
the success of tin? revolution in Salvador 
and the overthrow of President Guiter- 
rez led to a meeting of the three com- 
missioners who formed the executive 
head of the union until the president 
should be elected, and a decision was 
reached to abandon the union, leavin; 
each of tin- three states forming it, Ni< 
aragun, Salvador, and Honduras, to re- 
sume its former status as an independent 
sovereign nation. 

When the union was formed on No 
romher 1 last Messrs. Oalligos, Mat hens 
and Ugarto were placed in charge until 
the presidential election was held thii 
month. It is this executive commission 
which has now determined to abandon 
the plan of a union. 

In addition to the foregoing despatch 
the state department has been advised 
through Minister Merry and also througl 
one of the consular odleors that the up 
rising in Salvador had been successful 
and that pence was restored after much 
disorder. American officials said to-day 
that on the ruin of this attempt at union 
might be built n more substantial union 
embracing all five states of Central Am- 
erica. The absence of Costo Rica and 
Guatemala from this last attempt at 
union operated largely towards its 
failure.

i y. Chief Justice Echeverrin and 

the associate justics, prior to the open- 
ing, called at the palace, where they 
were received by General Leon Wood, 
after which, with General Wood and his 
aides, Mr. Robert Porter and others, 
they were driven to the Supreme court 
chamber. Here the judges donned their 
robes of office and passed to the court- 
room. 

Genernl Wood in a few forceful words 
opened the proceedings, delivering the 
court, in the name of the United States 
government, to the chief justice and his 
assistants, nnd demanding from the pub- 
lic implicit obedience to the court's deci- 
sions and decrees. His pronouncement 
was translated into Spanish. 
Chief Justice Echeverrin, replying, ac- 
pted the judicial offices in the name of 
justice, formally recognizing the United 
States as the supreme power and declar- 
ing that the bench would render justice 
to the rich and poor alike. 
The local newspapers consider the 
vent as the dawn of a new era, and ex- 
press the hope that the judges, who are 
men of legal acumen and profound re- 
arch, may be able to show the world 
that the Cuban population has within 
itself elements of good government.

New York, Dec. 2.— Dun's review of 
Canadian trade says: Stormy weather 
has disturbed business in many sections 
of Canada, particularly St. John, where 
shipments have been interrupted.

On the other 
hand, Quebec reports country trade in- 
creased by good sleighing, although 
wholesalers arc' disturbed by the closing 
of navigation. Inland navigation is 
closed at Montreal, and the volume of 
wholesale trade has decreased, but a 
good holiday retail trade is expected. 
Good wholesale trade in all lines is re- 
ported from Toronto, and the volume in 
notions and holiday goods exceeds that 
of any previous year. Dry goods, cloth- 
ing and furnishing trade is more active 
at Hamilton because of the lower tem- 
perature, and payments are generally 
good. Seasonable lines are active at 
Winnipeg, while cold weather and good 
country roads are expected to improve 
retail trade, which has recently been 
only moderate. The wholesale grocery 
business is satisfactory al Victoria, but 
most retail trade is quiet because of un- 
favorable weather. 

New York, Dec. 2. — Bunk clearings at 
02 cities for the week ending December 
1, as telegraphed .to Bradstreet's show 
total clearances of $1,535,807,519, an 
increase of 15.8 per cent, as compared 
with the corresponding week of last 
year. Outside of New York city, the 
clearances were $500,430,404, an increase 
of 3.0 per cent.

ANGLO-AMERICAN UNION. 

Generous Impulses of Each Nation a 
Stronger Bond Than Any 
Written Agreement. 

London, Dec. 1!. — Kir Edward Orey, 
Liberal member of parliament for Ber- 
wiek-ou-Tweed, who wns under secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs in Lord 
Rosebery's cabinet, and who was the 
spokesman of Lord Rosebery's govern- 
ment in the memorable declaration as 
to Croat Britain's Egyptian policy, made 
in the House of Commons in 1805. spoke 
to-night on foreign affairs at Blackburn, 
in Lancashire. 

Referring to the magnificent effect on 
the relations between the United States 
and Great Britain accomplished by the 
free press of a free people on each side 
of the Atlantic, expressing the generous 
impulses of each nation, he said: "I 
would rather have the free play of this 
national sentiment, which is enriching 
the public life of both countries, than a 
written alliance. We have finally to 
realize a double patriotism— the patriot- 
ism of country nnd the patriotism of 
race. There is a common bond between 
the two peoples, and we should look in 
times of peace to see the sentiment grow- 
ing, and in times of disturbance to find 
it something upon which we could lean 
for mutual support." He expressed a 
hope that both Germany and the United 
States may incline more and more to 
our policy' of the " open door," which 
will lead' to a great improvement, in 
trade throughout the world.

2— In view of the 
statement published to-day to the effect 
that a committee of the Anglo-American 
commission had accepted the recommen- 
dations of the United States naval com- 
mission as to the building of warships 
on the great hikes. Lord Horschell and 
Senator Fairbanks representing all par- 
ties on the commission, have united in 
the following: 

"The statement that an ngreement has 
been arrived at by the sub-committee up- 
pointed to consider the question of naval 
vessels on the great lakes is altogether 
incorrect. The matter is still under dis- 
cussion." 

This is the only information which the 
commission will authorize on the sub- 
ject and the statement is the first offlcinl 
information that the question has been 
under discussion. How far the discus- 
sion has proceeded is not officially dis- 
closed, although it is generally under- 
stood that progress has been made in 
reconciling the several differences which 
exist between the United States and 
Canada on the g nertlakeslyteV cmfm 
Canada on the great lakes, including 
some concession relative to building and 
maintaining warships. 

The joint commission was in session 
for a short time to-day, giving way to 
a meeting of the American members. 
There will be no meeting to-morrow, the 
commission having accepted nn invita- 
tion to go to Annnpolis to inspect the 
naval academy.

ing. They chopped their way into the 
house with axes, and captured some 
gamblers and the lay out. 

Kelly recently refereed the Corbett- 
Shurkoy light and his decision calling all 
bets off made many enemies. It is inti- 
mated that the raid was instigated by 
some of these men who are said to have 
police influence. Kelly's place has been 
running unmolested for years. The po- 
lice claim ihey are going to stop gam- 
bling in the city. 



SPANISH SAFE CRACKED. 

Seventy-Five Thousand Dollnis in Gold 
and Silver Recovered From 
Maria Teresa. 

Norfolk, Vn., Dec. 2.— The safe of the 
Spanish cruiser Maria Teresa, which has 
lain for some time in the navy yard here, 
was opened yesterday and was found to 
be filled with bags of Spanish and Am- 
erican gold and silver coins. It is esti- 
mated that the value of the treasure will 
reach £75,000. The money will be turn- 
ed over to the proper officials and the 
safe will be sent to the National Mu- 
seum at Washington. 



RAILWAYS AT ISSUE. 

Atchison Road Breaks Off Relationship 
With Northwestern Line. 

Chicago, Dec. 2.— The Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe company lis>n declared 
war on the Chicago &Northwestern. A 
bitter feeling has existed between the 
two roads for a long time because the 
Northwestern would not maintain the 
rules and regulations of the Santa Fe 
regarding interchange of passenger 
traffic. The misunderstanding culmin- 
ated in the issuance by the Santa Fe of 
notices to connecting lines announcing 
the severance of passenger traffic rela- 
tions between the two roads. This ap- 
plies to baggage, coupon tickets, sleeping 
cars and everything involved in passen- 
ger service. The order will take effect 
December 15. 



ATLANTIC STORM REPORTS. 

Great Damage on Newfoundland Coast 
Reported— Steamer and Three 
Schooners Lost. 

St. John's, Nfld., Dec. 2. — The steamer 
Kite, with one of the Lloyds surveyors 
nnd a large wrecking crew on board, left 
here to-night for Sea Cove to assist in 
saving the cargo of the wrecked steamer 
Scottish King and floating the ship oil if 
possible. 

The schooners Flying Scud, Laurel 
and Marian were lost in a gale in Bona- 
vista hay on Monday last. The crews 
escaped as the vessels were hugging the 
shore. 

The coast mail steamer winch arrived 
here to-day reports that the recent gale 
did great damage to waterside property 
and fishing establishments along the 
northern part of the island.

SILVER IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Mexican Dollar Now the Standard and 
to Make Any Alteration Would 
Be Unpopular. 

Washington, Dec. 2. — Mr. Edward T. 
Harden, who as United States commis- 
sioner, investigated the financial and in- 
dustrial conditions in the Philippines, 
has made a report to the secretary of the 
treasury. 

The report says silver is the basis of 
currency in the islands. There has been 
no gold in circulation for more than 
twenty years. The Mexican dollar is 
practically the only money in general cir- 
culation. The question of the future cur- 
rency of the islands is one of vital im- 
portance to all business interests. Well 
informed men in Manila are unanimously 
of the opinion that under the present con- 
dition the silver currency is the only one 
suited to the islands. The natives of the 
islands are conservative to a degree in 
the matter of their currency and it would 
be a hard matter to educate them to 'a 
dollar which would be worth twice that 
now in circulation. 

Practically all the export and import 
trade of the islands is in the hands of 
foreigners. There are a few Spaniards 
engaged in trade but the bulk of the 
business is done by British, German, Bel- 
gian and Americans. The exports 
from the islands for the year 1807 were 
valued at $41,342,080. The imports dur- 
ing 1807 were valued at $17 1 342.gg0. 



LORD KITCHENER'S SCHEME. 

The Sirdar Addresses Moneyed Men at 
the Mansion House and Stock 
Exchange. 

London, Dec. 2. — General Lord Kitch- 
ener, at the Mansion House to-day ad- 
dressed a large meeting of bankers and 
merchants who are pledged to the sup- 
port of the scheme for establishing a 
Gordon Memorial at Khartoum. A 
| great crowd was assembled outside. 

When tlie Sirdar appeared in the street 
after the meeting was over the crowd 
broke through the police cordon and 
j swept down upon him. One woman cried 
i "God bless you," ami tried to shake his 
< hand. The Sirdar lied, and after dodg- 
j ing among omnibuses and other vehicles, 
finally succeeded in eluding his pursuers 
and gaining a side street, 
j Later in the day General Kitchener 
i visited the stock exchange and told the 
members that he had come to get £100,- 
| 000. He was received with cheering. 

CLEAN UP°FOR CUBA. 

Such Will Be First American Step After 
Securing Possession — The Pro- 
posed Carolines Purchase. 

Washington, Dee. 2.— After the cabinet 
meeting to-day it was stated that noth- 
ing had been heard from Paris respecting 
the failure of the peace commission to 
negotiate tlie purchase of Strong island, 
one of the Caroline group, nor is the 
matter regarded as of great consequence. 
In any event it is not vital to the 
treaty of peace, and if the Spaniards 
show nn inclination not to part with it 
the matter will be allowed to drop. 

Secretary Gage remained an hour nTter 
tlie other members of the cabinet had left 
the White House, during which the 
President read that part of his message 
to congress relating to tlie finances. Sec- 
retary Gage regards the message as one 
of the most important sent to congress in 
many years. 

The cabinet discussed at some length 
the administration of the government of 
the island of Cuba and going into de- 
tails as to revenues, sanitation, the per- 
sonnel of the government and other mat- 
ters. A military government, of course, 
will exist for some time unless congress, 
as is not deemed probable, otherwise di- 
rects at the ensuing session. Immedi- 
ately upon tlie occupation of the various 
cities prompt steps are to be taken to 
put them in the best sanitary condition 
possible, and plans were discussed to-day 
as to how to meet the large expenses this 
will involve without undue taxation.

ATLIN FIRE HILL. 

Electric Lighting EnterpriseDiseounted 
by This Newly Known Volcano. 

Tneoma, Dei'. 2.— Further Information of 
tin.' active volcano discovered In the Atlln 
gold district, In British Columbia, Is to 
the eirect that thu volcano furulshes the 
miners light by which to work their claims 
during the darkness of tlie Arctic winter. 
The glare trom the lava reflected hack 
against the sky gives an almost continuous 
light to the upper end of Atlln district. 

From Dr. W. 1!. KIngslowe and IT. James, 
mining men from Denver, comes the best 
ami apparently most authentic description 
of the Alaskan Vesuvius. ••Tlie mountain 
in eruption," Hald Dr. KIngslowe, "Is the 
second of the range of four towering peaks 
lying about 50 miles due south of Lake 
Gladys, and a slightly shorter distance 
from Atlln City. These mountains me all 
of at least 14,000 feet in altitude. Tlie 
Crater rests a trltle below its three brother 
peaks. 

"It was In the early part of October that 
tile smoke was first seen Issuing from the 
mountain.

A new set of provincial government 
Officials will leave for the North next 
week, to take over the offices in the 
most northerly district of British Colum- 
bia, including the Atlin lake country. Il 
has been known for some time that 
Capt. Kant, who recently arrived from 
the North, hud been recalled, and that 
Mr. .1. McKenua had been instructed In 
temporarily take charge of the office of 
mining recorder and . government agent. 

Now the government has decided upon 
an entirely new set of officials, at the 
head of whom will be Mr. J, D. Gra- 
ham, of Kevelstoke, who has been ap- 
pointed government agent, with large 
discretionary powers. \ Mr. Graham was 
for some years gold commissioner for a 
section of West Kootenay, resigning to 
accept the position o<* Ipclil jifinnnger of 
the Gold Fields of British Columbia, 
Limited. He is to be accompanied by 
Mr. .T. II. Brownlee, the provincial land 
surveyor, who, as stated yesterday, will 
determine the boundary line where 
necessary, nnd do whatever other sur- 
veving is required.

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THE ALBERNI CONTEST. 

The opponents of tlu> local govern- 
ment in Alberni hare chosen Mr. M. A 
Ward ns their candidate against Mr. 
Neill. in case the latter (jentlcinan is 
nominated. Advices received yesterday 
were to the effect that Mr. Ward's elec- 
tion may be regarded as certain against 
any candidate. The Colonist lias no 
personal acquaintance with him. but 
inquiries made throughout the city hav 
elicited the information that he is n 
gentleman of excellent repute and good 
jibility. He is quite well known in Vic- 
toria through his business relations. Hi 
is said to he a very popular man in the 
district. Under these circumstances \vt 
place every reliance upon the opinions of 
those who foretell a successful opposi 
tion campaign. 

Wo prinl elsewhere to-day from the 
Wellington Enterprise some remarks 
upon some of the subjects which tin 
people of Alberni will pass upon. The 
opening of the country by roads is of 
prime importance, and to no part of the 
province is ii of greater interest than to 
Alberni. No other district needs rnoi 
done, that is relatively speaking, t 
open it up and to bring it into closer 
cruiniuniention with the other settled 
portions, than does this progressing and 
naturally rich district. It is not neeos 
sary to cite evidence to show that the 
late government highly appreciated this 
Their acts in this regard are better 
known to the people of Alberni than they 
•enn be to the Colonist. 

There are several questions of a more 
general character upon which the voter 
of Alberni have the satisfaction of being 
able to f-'ive an opinion. One of these is 
the action of the Lieutenant-Governor 
in dismissing Mr. Turner and his col 
leagues. This question is a direct issue 
in this contest, and ;t ought to be a mat 
lev of no small satisfaction to the voters 
•of Alberni that they will have the oppor- 
tunity of going first upon record of all 
the constituencies in this province 
defence of ('(institutional government 

They will also have the privilege of 
expressing their views upon the tyranni 
■eal conduct of Attorney-General Martin, 
who, though only two years in the prov- 
ince, lias undertaken to set himself up 
as a czar, to disregard the most solemn 
acts of the legislature, and to inntlgurnti 
the spoils system in its worst form. 

The people of Alberni ought not. to for 
get that one of the planks in the policy 
of the Semliti government is the redu< 
tioti of the representation of Vnncouve 
Island. One of the government organs 
said only a few days ago that thcr 
would be a new election at an early 
slay, but. not until after the Icgislatur 
under the direction of Mr. Semi in, had 
altered the constituencies so as to cur 
tail the influence of Vancouver Island 
It is a part of the plan of the present 
government to minify the importune 
and influence of the Island in every way 
possible. It. has been shown in tin 
. formation of the government, which ig- 
nores the existence of the Island, so far 
• as portfolios are concerned. It is shown 
•in the threat to curtail the representa- 
tion of the Island in the legislature. Th 
[people of Vancouver Island do not de- 
sire any more than their share, any 
more than their due voice iu determin- 
ing the policy of British Columbia, but 
they will insist that they have a right 
to that. They arc prepared to consent 
lo the representation of the Mainland 
being increased as rapidly as the popula 
lion expands; hut they arc not willing 
to have the progress and the increasing 
importance of the Island disregards 
and its influence lessened. The peopl 
of Alberni have a duty to themselves to 
perform In this connection. 

We refuse to believe for a moment 
that if the people of that district had 
realized that by electing Mr. Xeill last 
summer (hey were going to put. Joseph 
Martin in absolute control of the |U' 
ince, (bat they were aiding a plan to 
make British Columbia a satrapy I'm 
this banished politician from Manitoba, 
they would have made him their choi 
We believe that they will be eager to 
right the wrong that they have tiniuten 
tioiially aided in doing to themselves, a: 
well as lo the rest of the province. Thcj 
■can rectify it. If they defeat Mr. Xeill 
they will defeat the Semlin-Mnrtin cum 
binntlon in the legislature; and they 
will strike a blow for free and constitu 
tional government which will be felt in 
the highest quarters, 

A PROPER COURSE. 

In the North Vale election case yes- 
terday Mr. Justice Martin adopted a 
very proper course. He declined to hear 
the case. He also stated that he had 
•noted in other cases against his will. Mr. 
.Justice Martin has thus taken precisely 
the position in regard to the election 
•cases which the Colonist suggested he 
•ought to take, and for suggesting which 
it is now proposed to fine and imprison 
Messrs. Ellis and Lugriu. We quot( 
the judge's remarks as reported by the 
Times: "I have to announce for the 
third time from this bench that I do not, 
■wish to sit in these election cases. Ow- 
ing to the absence of the judges, or their 
not being available, I have on prior oc- 
casions been forced to do so, but now 
•that there are other judges available I 
would request you to take these matters 
(before them." „..,,.. 



CORONERS AND THEIR DUTIES. 

Attorney-General Martin has under- 
taken to make laws in British Columbia, 
and lie is trying bis prentice hand on the 
importunt 'and honorable office of cor- 
oner. We print elsewhere the letter of 
instructions sent out. by him and the 
form of declaration, which be notifies, 
coroners that they must make in order 
to be entitled to fees. Wc fee! Bafc in 
saying that a more arbitrary piece of 
work has not, in recent years, been at- 
tempted in a country governed by u legis- 
lative body. Mr, Martin has in effect 
sought to nullify the provisions of the 
solemn acts of the legislature. 

In commenting upon bis action, wo de- 
sire to be understood as recognizing that 
in many cases inquests are needlessly 
held. This is the case everywhere and 
will probably continue to be the case 
until tin? cud of the chapter. Even if it 
were possible to reproduce Mr. Martin 
in sufficient quantities to provide a speci- 
men for the coroner's office everywhere, 
we take the liberty of doubting that the 
country would he entirely freed from the 
chance of needless inquests being held. 
We are oven willing lo concede Unit in 
a small minority of eases inquests arc 
held where ordinary good judgment ought 
to have fold any one that none was call- 
ed for. But we also say that it is far 
better that a few unnecessary inquests 
shall take place, than that coroners shall 
be deterred from doing their duty by 
a fear that some self-constituted censor 
may refuse to allow them their fees. The 
discretion as lo when an inquest shall 
be held must be vested somewhere, and 
the coroner on the ground is essenti- 
ally a better judge of the nature of the 
emergency than an attorney-general, 
who sit down, several months after- 
wards, and. in the light cast upon the 
coroner's decision by the evidence taken 
at the inquest, attempts to form an opin- 
ion as to whether the inquest should 
have been held. Epitomized the instruc- 
tions are: If you are not sine of the 
verdict, don't try the case, 

We draw attention to the circular 
somewhat in detail. It first informs the 
coroner Ilia I lie will not be paid any 
fees at all unless lie makes the declara- 
tion in the form accompanying the cir- 
( ulur. The law does not require the 
eoroiier tu lunkc any such declaration, 
and unless it lie held that tile attorney- 
general is above the legislature, he has 
no right to demand such a statement 
from the coroner, The form of declara- 
tion is itself an insult to every coroner. 
The coroner's office is one of the highest, 
in the land, and yet this temporary in- 
cumbent of the attorney-generalship de- 
clines to accept a statement under the 
signature of the coroner, unless it has 
been made before a justice of the peace, 
a notary or a commissioner for taking 
affidavits. Presumably he would have 
made the coroner swear to the applica- 
tion, if he had the power, and lie is care- 
ful to make him say that he regards the 
statement us binding upon him 
ns if it had been made un- 
der onth. What manner of man is this 
Joseph Martin that he assumes to put 
this sort of insult upon the incumbent of 
a high, ancient and honorable office? 
Let it be remembered that in most cases 
coroners are members of u learned pro- 
fession of at least equal standing to that 
to which Mr. Martin belongs. 

But the declaration, this humiliating 
declaration, is not enough to satisfy this 
new trynnt. If the coroner humiliates 
himself, to make the declaration and 
hunt up a justice of the peace— an ofllcer 
inferior to him— to attest it, the attorney- 
general does not propose to be content. 
He is going to examine the evidence and 
if his opinion differs from that of a cor- 
oner, lie is going to call upon the coroner 
to send in a special report. If this spec- 
ial report does not satisfy the mind of 
the attorney-general, the coroner may 
whistle for his fees. 

The second pn nigra pli of the circular 
deals with the matter of medical testi- 
mony. The attorney-general proposes to 
fine the coroner, if in his, that is the at- 
torney-general's opinion, medical testi- 
mony wus not called for. The govern- 
ment will pay the physician, but will 
deduct the amount from the fees of the 
coroner. We deny in the most emphatic 
manner that. Mr. Joseph Martin is vest- 
ed with any such power. We assert 
that ir lie should endeavor to exercise 
such an act of tryanny, the legislature 
would, on the first opportunity, pass a 
vote reimbursing the coroner. 

While we deny the authority of the 
Attorney-General to make law in tins 
fashion, we admit that, while he has Ins 
present position in the government, he 
can refuse to sanction the payment of 
coroners according to any rule thai suits 
his own sweet will, and there is no 
power short of the legislature Ilia I can 
render unnecessary the certificate which 
the Auditor-General will require. If 
the result of this is to prevent coroners 
from doing the duty which the law casts 
upon them, they will not be to blame. 
There is little profit or glory in the office 
of coroner under any circumstances, mid 
men will have no desire to incur the 
risk of not; only being put to trouble and 
expense for nothing, but of being lined, 
when it suits the fancy of an arbitrary 
attorney-generul. It is an old saying 
that " whom (he gods wish to destroy 
they first make mad," and Attorney- 
General Martin is giving dnily proof 
that the gods have him "spotted." 



fronted with the law of the case and in- 
vited to reply to it.. We are sorry to 
see that paper falling into the ways 
of some of its contemporaries, anil beg 
to remind it that it does not strengthen 
its arguments, while it materially weak- 
ens its own standing with thoughtful peo- 
ple by resorting to language such as it 
sees lit to employ towards the Colonist 
in this connection. Surely it ought to 
be possible to discuss a question o£ law 
without resorting to the language of 
abuse. 

We repeat that the World continues to 
discuss the question of redistribution, 
and it draws the Colonist's attention to 
the fact that the representation of .sev- 
eral of the provinces has been changed 
nod that the boundaries of constituencies 
have also been altered. The Colonist 
was under the impression that it had al- 
ready drawn its readers' attention to this 
fact, and pointed out that there have 
been three occasions upon 'Which this 
has been done. One was iu 1872, the se- 
cond In 1S82 and the last, in 1SI32. Each 
of the occasions was after the comple- 
tion of a decennial census, when the law 
provides that parliament may readjust 
the representation iu such manner as it 
shall sec lit. The Colonist has not yet 
taken any position whatever as to what 
parliament may do as to the representa- 
tion of Victoria in 1902. This is not 
now an issue. We have simply been dis- 
cussing what parliament may do in the 
year IS!)!). One question of this charac- 
ter is enough to discuss at once. The 
arguments which apply to the alteration 
of the representation of Victoria after 
the next census are of quite a different 
character to those which apply to a 
change being made next year. It will, 
however, he time enough to discuss them 
when the occasion for doing so arises. 
Population is changing so rapidly in its' 
distribution in this province, that ( 
siderations which may have weight in 
1S98 may have very little four years 
from now. 

We enn assure the World that 
the Colonist is very sincere in its de- 
sire to see justice done the whole pro 
vlnce, and we are foolish enough to be- 
lieve that it has already given consider- 
able evidence of its readiness to aid in 
securing such a desirable result. The 
Colonist is not willing, however, to allow 
nil injustice to be done Victoria if it 
can prevent it, and it proposes, as long 
as it is able, to light against such an un- 
justifiable proposition as that the rep- 
resentation of a constituency should he 
reduced, because the voters saw lit to 
elect men opposed to the party which 
was successful in carrying the elections.

The Vancouver World continues to 
discuss redistribution. We might ap- 
ply the same language to our contempor- 
ary as it uses towards the Colonist ami 
say that it is "still hammering away" at 
the question and nsk it to "stop print- 
ing such nonsense;" hut. wc trust we 
know a little more about the decency 
of discussion to treat any one in that 
mniiner.

A petition presented to the Committee 
of Fifty suggests that certain classes of 
residents of Victoria shall lie subjected 
annually to a fine, in the nature of a 
license, or a license in the nature of a 
fine, as yon like to put it, and that there- 
by the civic treasury will be replenish 
to the amount of several thousands of 
dollars. Wc do not like the suggestion 
If it is proposed to license gamblers, lewd 
women and the army of male creatures 
who live upon the latter, let us do so in 
an open and manly way. Let legal au- 
thority be taken to grant them licenses, 
ami let (hem be directly under police 
supervision. The plan of imposing fines 
is very much in favor in Toronto and in 
many United States cities. It is a 
clumsy way of "heating the devil around 
the bush." Certain social evils will al- 
ways exist as long as men are men and 
women an? women. There are only two 
ways to deal with them. One is to de- 
clare the practices illegal and suppress 
them as far as can be done by law; the 
other is to make them legal and compel 
the people pursuing them to contribute 
to the revenue. The course suggested 
of licensing people, under the guise of 
fining them, to carry on avocations, 
which are alike opposed to law and the 
welfare of the community, is, we sub- 
mit with all deference to the petitioners, 
n grievous error. 

The suggested plan is open to another 
objection. It opens a wide door for 
fraud. It also is calculated to bring the 
administration of the law into contempt. 
We remember having very recently rend 
in a paper printed in a city not u thous- 
and miles from Victoria an account of 
bow the official corresponding to our Po- 
lice Magistrate silt in his office mid re- 
ceived the fines of the unfortunate wo- 
men. The account described how one 
woman, richly dressed in silks and furs, 
came to the door in her carriage, strode 
into the court room, shedding an aromn 
of rich perfume around her, and from 
her well-filled purse took out n $50 bill 
and handed it in her jewelled fingers to 
the magistrate. Following her was n 
poor outcast, who had only .$10. which 
she paid on account, being dismissed with 
a severe reprimand to the effect that if 
she did not "dig uj)" the balance in the 
course of a week, she would be "sent, up." 
We object entirely to the principle of 
licensing crime. If the legislature shall 
declare that certain practices, now re 
garded as criminal are legitimate, then 
the city can properly collect a license 
fee from those following them. Let' us 
as a city he honest. Gambling and other 
avocations referred to arc either legiti- 
mate or they are not. If they are lllcgiti 
mate, let them be suppressed ns far as 
they can be; at least let them be com- 
pelled to render themselves as inoffen- 
sive as possible to those who do not. 
practice them. If they are to he legiti- 
mized, let it be done iu an open and de- 
cent manner. Let it not be said that n 
person can gain immunity Trom punish- 
ment for crime by having been punished 
once a year for it. Remember that when 
once criminal conduct is legitimized even 
indirectly, it tnkes its place beside other 
legitimate businesses. The man who 
pays his license fee to carry on a trade 
will then stand on practically the same 
plane as the man or woman who pays n 
fine for the same privilege; We protest 
against this sort of thing.

Last year in the state of Michigan 
1,050 divorces were granted. Michigan 
has a population of about 3,000,000. In 
addition to the number of cases recorded 
there were mi indefinite number of di- 
vorces, which did not go on record, the 
law of Michigan being that only such 
divorces are recorded as the parties to 
them desire to have placed on record, 
and a very great number of divorcees 
care to go neither to the trouble nor the 
expense of the registration. They have 
been divorced and are at liberty to mar- 
ry again, and that is all they care about. 

This is a horrible state of things. It 
would be almost us well to abolish mar- 
riage altogether as to permit divorce, 
as legalized in some of the states. In 
more than one state the law is that, if 
the judge is of the opinion that for any 
cause whatever the parties cannot live 
happily together, he may grant a divorce. 
The man who has never seen nn Am- 
erican divorce mill in operation has an 
experience yet before him. The marri- 
age tie is snapped asunder with n celer- 
ity that makes mi ordinary man's head 
swim. So lax is the law that either 
husband or wife may get a divorce at any 
time, if the judge happens to hold easy 
views on the subject of matrimony. It 
is literally true Hint, less solemnity ac- 
companies the severing of the marriage 
tie than is exhibited in Canadian courts 
in sentencing a vagrant to guol for a 
month. It. is impossible that, where this 
sort of thing is allowed, the moral tone 
of the community shall not suffer. The 
family is the foundation of our social in- 
stitutions, and without marriage the 
family relation is impossible. There is 
no weaker spot in the whole social or- 
ganization of the United States than the 
Ins divorce laws, and no one appreciates 
this better than the majority of the peo- 
ple of that country. It is only right to 
add that these observations are not of 
general application to the States, in some 
of which substantially the same safe- 
guards are thrown around marriage as 
in our own country. 



The guardians of the poor in some parts 
of England have adopted a very excel- 
lent plan of depauperizing children. They 
use their best endeavors to place poor 
children iu families, where they can be 
brought up without being made feel that 
they arc public charges. The plan works 
admirably. The idea is an excellent 
one and could be acted upon with ad- 
vantage in all communities.

Insult to the Medical Profession 
and Violation of Act of 
Legislature 



The coroners of the province arc up in 
arms against Attorney-General Martin. 
They recently received from that gentle- 
man a letter containing orders which 
more than one of them has resented as 
an insult.

Messrs. Livingstone, Dickey, Woods, 
Blyth, Murchie nnd Mallundyne, are to 
receive £50,000 in shares, to he issued 
in four instalments of £12.500 each, the 
first at the completion of the sale, the 
second when 25,000 tons of ore have 
been taken out, and the other two when 
the output has reached 50.000 and 75,000 
tons, respectively. Considerable work 
has already been done on the property, 
and it is to be continued under an ex- 
pert, who is now on his way here.

CERTIORARI PROCEEDINGS. 

Argument on Application to Quash the 
Conviction for Selling Liquor on 
Plebiscite Day. 

Mr. Justice Martin yesterday heard 
argument on the certiorari proceedings 
brought to ipiash the police magistrate's 
conviction of (1. C. Saner for selling or 
giving liquor on plebiscite polling day.. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills who appeared for 
the application had a number of points 
to raise but for the purpose of saving 
time said he would argue on one prin- 
cipal point, reserving iii.s rights to bring 
up the others if required. This point was 
that the method of proceeding against 
Mr. Sutler should have been the same as 
for action for debt or information as 
provided in section 100 of the Domin- 
ion Elections act and not under the 
Summary Jurisdiction act. He argued 
that the penalty under section SI! of the 
Dominion Elections net was not declared 
in express terms to he a misdemeanor; 
whereas section 82 expressly declared 
that the four preceding sections relating 
to other specified offences were express- 
ly declared to be misdemeanors and sec- 
tion 18 as amended conferred summary 
jurisdiction for certain other offences 
mentioned in that section. In other 
words the act created forfeiture and 
penalties recoverable "by action of debt 
or information," and lines in cases of 
misdemeanors and some offences recover- 
able by summary conviction. Section 83 
imposed a penalty and though it was true 
in a sense that the contravention of any 
act was a misdemeanor, yet the Elec- 
tion act had provided special provisions 
for the recovery of the penalty. 

Mr. W. .1. Taylor, who with Mr. C. D. 
Mason, appeared for the city, argued 
that the contravention of any act was 
a misdemeanor and quoted section U of 
the Summary Jurisdiction act, which 
reads: "This act shall apply to every 
case in which any person commits or is 
suspected of having committed any of- 
fence or act over which the parliament 
of Canada has legislative authority, and 
for which such person is liable on sum- 
mary conviction to imprisonment, fine, 
penalty or other punishment." 

Mr. Justice Martin reserved his de- 
cision and said he would notify counsel 
if argument on the other points was 
necessary. 

COURT NEWS. 

Yates Street Fire Hall Appeal Not Fin- 
ished Yet — Full Court Adjourns. 

The civic joy over the Yates street lire 
hall case proved a little bit premature 
as the appellants against the order ofiMr. 
Justice Drake directing the trustees to 
make the property over to the city are 
to have another chance. Though the 
Full Court gave judgment on Thursday 
upholding this decision, Mr. II. Dallas 
Ilelmcken, Q.C., appeared yesterday for 
the appellants and asked that he he given 
an opportunity to be heard on certain 
points before the order for judgment was 
signed. This was granted and the argu- 
ment will be heard on December 19. 

Argument in Council v. Madden was 
finished yesterday and the Full Court 
reserved judgment. 

The Full court adjourned yesterday af- 
ternoon until December 1!>. 

An application for an inspection of bal- 
lots in the election case of Martin v. 
Dcane came up in chambers yesterday 
before Mr. Justice Martin, who, how- 
ever, ordered that the application be 
heard before another judge. In doing 
so he said thai though unwilling to do so 
he had been forced owing to the absence 
of other judges to sit "rn election eases. 
Now, however, as there were other 
judges available he would decline to sit 
and the matter must be taken before 
some other judge

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City Council Discuss tho Tramway 
Company' Proposals Submitted 
at Monday's Mentiuy. 



Construction of Temporary Struc- 
tures Allowed, But No Fur- 
ther Exemption. 



Tho diUicultit's that have arisen be- 
tween the tramway company and the 
city over the bridge question seem to 
be in a fair way towards settlement us 
the result of the special meeting held by 
the city council last night, when the 
letters containing the views of the com- 
pany were pretty well threshed out. 

The first thing done was the reading 
of the letter received by the city last 
Monday night from Mr. Buntzen, the 
general manager of the company, and a 
second letter which was sent in yester- 
day. These letters were as follows: 

Vancouver, Nov. 1!G. 
To the Mayor and Aldermen, Victoria: 

Gentlemen,— In view of the difficulties' 
which have arisen with regard to tho 
James Bay and Rock Hay bridges in 
the city of Victoria, now jointly used 
for ordinary traffic and by the cars of 
this company; and in further view of 
the advisability of some prompt action 
being taken within the time limit re- 
ported as safe by the city engineer, to 
provide for tin; future uninterrupted 
operation of our system over the said 
bridges, it has occurred to me to make 
the following respectful suggestion, 
which, if approved by the city authori- 
ties, I would immediately lay before my 
board of directors for their, as 1 trust, 
favorable consideration. Instead of this 
company, now under the provisions of 
its charter using the ordinary bridges of 
the city, with the obligation on the part 
of the city to maintain them in good re- 
pair and' iu safe condition, 1 would 
recommend my directors that our com- 
pany build independent pile and trestle 
additions to the present bridges, or, if 
feasible, to any proposed new bridges 
over James Bay and Rock Bay, of suffi- 
cient strength to carry any of our cars 
with am- number of passengers, and to 
be used for our traffic only, and we to 
take upon ourselves the complete main- 
tenance of and responsibility for such 
bridges when constructed. And in re- 
gard to the Point Bllice bridge, 1 would 
suggest that until some definite decision 
has been arrived at as to tho building of 
a permanent bridge at this point, the 
present temporary structure be strength- 
ened in such manner as to allow our 
cars to carry across a full complement 
of passengers, without the now existing 
restrictions, which are equally annoying 
to passengers and derogatory to tin? 
good name of the city. As the building 
of the above-named additions to the 
James Bay and Rock Bay bridges would 
entail upon our company a large expendi- 
ture at once, and also the cost and re- 
sponsibility of further maintenance, 
at the same time relieving the city from 
both, I would suggest that in part com- 
pensation the city agree to extend the 
present exemption from taxation on our 
real property within the city limits for 
a further period of live years. Trusting 
that your honorable body will give these 
suggestions your early consideration.

Victoria, December 2. 
To the Mayor and Aldermen; 

Gentlemen, — In reference to our letter 
nf the 20th instant, re Hock Bay and 
James Bay bridges, we notice that an 
objection has been raised to the proposed 
bridge across James Bay on the ground 
that it would be unwise to permit us to 
secure any vested rights to occupy a 
portion of James Bay with a bridge. 
Allow me to state that in making this 
proposition, we had no intention of en- 
deavoring to obtain extension of any 
rights we now have. It was simply to 
facilitate the solution of the bridge 
question, and defined what seemed to 
us the best arrangement under the cir- 
cumstances. If ever the tide tlats should 
hi' filled, we should be only too pleased 
to transfer our track to the permanent 
way constructed. It does not appear to 
us that the alternative proposal of carry- 
ing the track around the head of the 
bay would be satisfactory to the citi- 
zens generally. The distance to be 
traversed would be about 3,000 reet, in- 
stead of 700 feet, or u time difference of 
three to four minutes, which we do not 
think would be appreciated by our pat- 
rons in the Beacon Hill and outer wharf 
districts. Then again, the line would 
have a very awkward grade. It would 
not lie necessary to run slow across the 
proposed bridge, as it would he con- 
structed of sufficient strength to be safe 
under all circumstances. It appears to 
us that the straight line between Gov- 
ernment street and the parliament build- 
ings, either by bridge or by embank- 
ment, is the natural connection between 
the business portion of the city and the 
James Bay district.

The mayor opened the discussion by 
pointing out that the next council would 
certainly have to deal with the question 
of replacing the bridge over James Bay, 
anil the question was whether the city 
should give the company permission to 
put up a temporary bridge, pending the 
construction of the permanent way. He 
was willing enough to allow that, pro- 
vided the company agreed to remove the 
temporary bridge afterwards at their 
own expense, hut he most decidedly ob- 
jected to granting them any extension of 
the term the company should be exempt- 
ed from taxation. 

Aid. Wilson quite agreed with this 
last remark. lie did not believe in giv- 
ing tin- company any more privileges 
than they already had. As for the 
bridge question, he quite agreed with 
the editorial in the Colonist this week on 
the subject, and producing it for inspec- 
tion, remarked, " Those are my senti- 
ments." 

In answer to questions, Mr. Wilmot 
said he still stood by his report placing 
the life of the James Bay bridge at a 
year from last June; hut it might be 
made serviceable for ordinary vehicular 
traffic at some expense. 

Aid. Humphrey said that it was a ques- 
tion whether the people were going to 
lie in favor of a steel bridge or a perma 
nent way. 

Aid. Bragg did not think the public 
voice would favor any more bridges; it 
would have to be a. permanent way. 

In this view the other aldermen seemed 
to coincide, while the mayor pointed out 
in addition that a roadway the width of 
Government street was what was re- 
quired. 

Aid. Humphrey advocated having a 
permanent way witli an arch about HO 
or -10 feet wide spanning a canal run- 
ning from the bay to the line of Douglas 
Hlrect, so that there might be landing 
places for small boats all tho way up. 



However, tho discussion was brought 
back again to the tramway correspond- 
ence. . . . 

Aid. Phillips thought that the tram- 
way company, instead of having to build 
a temporary bridge, should be asked to 
contribute to the permanent way the 
amount that their temporary bridge 
would have cost. 

Other aldermen were of opinion that 
this sum would be very small, and that 
the company could not be forced to con- 
tribute to the permanent way. 

Aid. Huiuber objected to a temporary 
bridge, while Aid. Kinsman, in the gen- 
eral discussion which followed, was sure 
that the ratepayers would not want to 
grant the tramway any extension of the 
exemption from taxation. 

Aid- Williams sounded a note of warn- 
ing, saying that the council should not 
build too much on the people passing a 
by-law to put in a permanent way. 

" Then all thai could be done would 
hi' to close up the present bridge," said 
the mayor. 

Finally the following resolution was 
moved by Aid, Humphrey and seconded 
by Aid. Hall: 

"That .the city council is contemplating 
the construction of a permanent road- 
way across James Bay in line with Gov- 
ernment street in the near future and 
submits for the consideration of the Brit- 
ish Ooli, Qbin Railway Company a pro- 
posal to allow the company the privilege 
pending the construction and completion 
of this work, of construction a separate 
and temporary bridge across James Bay 
on (he east side of the present structure 
solely for the company's traffic; or on the 
other hand of strengthening at their own 
expense and to the satisfaction of the 
city council the present James Bay 
bridge so as to render it safe for tram- 
way traffic, until such time as it is re- 
placed by a permanent roadway. In the 
event of the proposal as to the separate 
bridge being accepted by the company 
it must be on the understanding that, the 
company will remove at' their own ex- 
pense and without compensation the tem- 
porary bridge as soon as a permanent 
roadway shall have been completed 
will relay their tracks across the 
mnnent roadway." 

This resolution was carried. 

This being disposed of, Itoek 
bridge came up for discussion. 

Aid. Huniber wanted the company to 
run their tracks along Government street 
instead of across the bay, but the .Mayor 
said that that: was out of the question 
as tho company had already distinctly 
refused to do so. 

On motion or Aid. Humphrey the fol- 
lowing resolution was carried: 

"That the tramway company be in- 
formed that the city council is willing 
to allow them the privilege of construct- 
ing a bridge for tramway traffic only 
across Itoek Bay by the side of the pres- 
ent Rock Bay bridge, or of contributing 
to tlje construction of the new bridge 
for general purposes on the site of the 
present Bock Bay bridge." 

The- discussion next turned to Point. 
Elllce bridge, which Mr. Wilmot said in 
response to inquiries, could be strength- 
ened easily in so far as the pile portion 
was concerned, but in regard to the 
trass portion, a new truss would be ne- 
cessary if it was to be strengthened. 

Aid. Bragg moved, seconded by Aid. 
Phillips, That in the matter of the Point 
Fffiieo bridge the company he informed 
that the question has been referred to 
the city engineer for his written opinion 
and as soon as the council receives the 
same a copy will be forwarded to the 
company. 

This was carried and all that remained 
to dispose of was the company's request 
for an extension of the terms of exemp- 
tion from taxation. 

This was quickly settled by n 
motion by Aid. Kinsman, seconded by 
Aid. "Wilson, to the effect that tho tram- 
way company be informed that the coun- 
cil cannot entertain any proposition to 
extend tho term of the exemption of the 
property of the company from taxation. 

The council then adjourned. 
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HOW LONG TO SLEEP. 

For the Ordinary Individual Prom Seven tf 
Eight Hoars— Some Eccentric 
Cases. 

Much lins been written lately about tin 
phenomena of sleep. Many persons assert 
that people, as a rule, sleep too long, while 
Others are of the opposite opinion. 
Andrew Wilson lias recently made some 
apt nonaries on the matter. He Bret rite: 
Instances of celebrated men who needet 
a small amount of sleep, and says: "Hum 
bolilt. who lived to be SO, Is said to liavi 
declared that when he was young twi 
hours' sleep was enough for him, and that 
the regulation seven or eight hours of re 
pose represented nn unnecessary prolongn 
tion of the time of somnolence. Ii is alsi 
said that Sir George Elliot, who command 
ed at the siege of Gibraltar, never Indulged 
iu more than four hours' sleep whl 
siege lasted, and that little affair occupied 
at least four years. Sir George died at the 
age of 64. Dr. Legge, professor of Chi- 
nese at Oxford, who died the other day at 
the age of 82, was declared to lie satislled 
with live hours of sleep only, and rose 
regularly at :: a.m. 

What do such eases prove? Assuming 
the correctness of the details, they prove 
only that certain men (and very few men) 
are able to recuperate their brain ceils 
more quickly than their fellows. They are 
tile exceptions, which, by their very op- 
position to the common run, prove the 
rule Unit a good sound sleep of seven or 
eight hours' duration represents the 
amount of repose necessary for the average 
man or woman. It would be a highly dan- 
geroui! experiment for the ordinary Indi- 
vidual to attempt to curtail his hours of 
repose, anil It must not be forgotten that 
In this matter of sleep, we have to take 
into account the question of the dully 
labor mid nature of the work In which 
the individual engages. 

In the case of Dr. I.egge, we have a pic- 
ture of the student whose labor Is solely 
of the Intellectual kind, Involving little 
drain of the muscular system. In the cane 
of Sir G. Elliot we have an active com- 
mander, who, In addition to the mental 
anxieties involved In the conduct or a 
siege, had. no doubt, a fair amount of 
physical exertion to undergo. Hut, while 
the ease of the professor may be explica- 
ble on the ground that his five hours' 
sleep compensated him for any wear and 
tear Ills quiet life presented, we may fall 
back 111 the Instance of the general on 
the theory of a special organization, set, 
as It were, so ns to satisfy Itself with a 
limited amount of sleep. The personal 
equation, In short, plus the kind of char- 
acter of a man's work, determines the 
duration of his repose; and that the aver- 
ago period required by the ordinary Indi- 
vidual In health is from seven to eight 
hours Is the one opinion confirmed by the 
collective experience of the civilized race.

NEW SOURCES OF REVENUE. 

Sir; — The petition presented to the 
Committee of Fifty re new means of 
taxation is a remarkable one. 

In the first place the proposal to tax 
gamblers and people who live by the 
earnings of fallen women is ridiculous 
and immoral in principle. Who is to de- 
termine what constitutes a fallen wo- 
man'.' A man who bets on a lacrosse 
match, an election, or a hor.se race 'is us 
much a gambler as a curd sharper. The 
owner of houses rented to these women; 
tho saloons, forming a close partnership 
in evil with these women and playing 
into their hands, live on the earnings of 
these women just as much as the man 
who directly appropriates a part of their 
earnings for his support, and to tux 
gamblers and people living on the earn- 
ings of fallen women, even if possible, 
would be to give these things a civic 
sanction and recognition that would be 
[mmoraL 

The proposal to tax people without 
visible means of support betrays a hick 
of intelligence and a disregard for hu- 
manity. 

The idea of taxing poor people, poor 
from any cause whatever, is simply a 
matter for ridicule. Yet this idea is ad- 
vanced us a means of getting rid of 
them. To get rid of these people they 
must be sent elsewhere and having no 
means themselves, the city must hear the 
expense, only, as experience shows, to 
have them shipped back again. 

1 would suggest to the committee that 
one of the greatest causes of the presence 
of fallen women and their satellites, and 
people without visible menus of support 
is the saloon. The best course, therefore, 
out of the difficulty, is to abolish the 
saloon, or failing that, to make the liquor 
traffic pay all the cost of the poverty 
and crime it produces. This would mean 
its having to pay three-fourths of the 
cost of charity and crime. 

In regard to taxing houses of ill-fame: 
What man is there, with any sense of 
honor, who will take directly the earn- 
ings of those women for his support'.' 
And what difference is there in taking it 
directly or indirectly? The proposal to 
take :i portion of the price of shame, as 
taxes, is to place ourselves upon the 
same plane as those who directly take 
the earnings of these women and give the 
evil a countenance' and uppearauee of 
right it would not otherwise have. 

The proposition to tax church property 
is indefinite. "What kind of property is 
meant'/ If the laud, then it, if it does 
not now, should pay taxes, but not the 
buildings and improvements. To tax 
buildings and improvements is to line a 
man or body of men for improving the 
city, and retard industry. All land 
should be taxed and all improvements 
exempt. 

Before placing a tax on business places 
employing Chinamen, the question wheth- 
er it would not result in driving these 
enterprises out of the city must be con- 
sidered. If it drove only the saloons 
out, for the proposed tax on 
business places employing Chinamen 
would hit some of them, it wouldn't 
mat ter. 

The proposals dealing with taxation 
are indefinite, ill-considered, ridiculous, 
and immoral in principle.

There Is not much probability of a par- 
tition of China. Germany, Russia, Prance, 
and England have seized what they want of 
the territory of China. They recognize 
that she Is the greatest market on earth 
for their manufactured goods, and the 
greatest field for Industrial enterprise. 
They have no Interest In dividing her up 
into hostile camps, In checking production 
and paralyzing progress. Tho more the 
Chinaman Is civilized the greater purchaser 
of Imported goods he becomes. If every 
iiinn In Chlnn wore a shirt the sale of 
shirtings would keep all the mills In the 
United Stab's busy; and so with other 
articles. 

Nations are governed by self Interest. 
It is the Interest of the world to preserve 
the autonomy of China. It Is particularly 
to American Interest to do so, To dim- 
out thin view the United States need only 
hold the Philippines, which they claim 
as their own by conquest, and they do not 
need to take any part of the mainland of 
China.— Charles Denby and E. I'. Allen, In 
The Engineering Magazine for December. 



HOME INDUSTRIES. 

Sir: Your editorial headed "Keep 
Trade at Home" is one which every 
business man. householder and house- 
keeper should read over carefully, and 
ll ink it out good and hard. The com- 
plaint made in the resolutions presented 
to the Citizens committee by the Typo- 
graphical Union may lie applied to al- 
most any trade or manufacturing indus- 
try in this city. Victoria has reached 
that stage when she can compete with 
any of the Eastern cities in fair corn- 
petit ion— -by that I mean to say that 
work iu nil trades, where, white labor is 
employed, can be done as reasonably 
and as well on a slight advance on East- 
ern prices. No reasonable, fair-minded 
person will kick at paying this slight ad- 
vance, because he understands that the 
cost of living is higher here than iu the 
East; skilled and unskilled labor in 
some cases is also higher. 

Bui, sir. it is not the mechanic or 
laborer who sends East for his wares or 
clothing-, etc. It is the man or woman 
who can well afford to pay the local 
price for articles requited for business 
and person that is the cause id' this 
growing discontent and bard times 
among the working classes. This legi- 
timate kick, together with the Chinese 
encroaching upon several manufacturing 
industries, is causing Victoria to be 
talked of as being on the down grade. 
Victoria is known among labor bodies 
throughout the land as the "Chinese 
headquarters" of the Pacific const. 

The Committee of Fifty will remove 
the stone from about Victoria's neck if 
they will inaugurate a movement that 
will exclude the Chinese from being til- 
lowed to compete with white labor. 
Some will laugh at such an idea, and 
say that it cannot be done. Bet. the 
grocer or the clothier ask himself one 
question — if he employs a Chinaman. 
How much will John Chinaman pur- 
haso from my stock of groceries or of I 
lothing'.' He will answer a few pounds 
of rice, ten cents' worth of meat, occa-l 
sionally a cheap hat, and perhaps a pair| 
of Chinese-made boots. 

Whereas the white man is the one who 
buys all that he is able to from the mer- 
chants. If the while population would 
go down to Chinatown and give white 
merchants the go-by, what a bowl would 
go up. Excuse these rambling remarks, 
which may not be correctly written, but 
they express the sentiments of hundreds 
of workingmen and a few business men 
in this city.

KAHAVAY RISKS IN CHINA. 

Amusing and Painful Experiences of 
Engineers on China Roads. 

Loudon News. 

The heading does not refer to risks to 
passengers or capitalists, but to those 
run by foreign employees. A railway 
engineer's life in North China, for in- 
stance, is truly an adventurous one. Be- 
sides natural und routine difficulties, he 
has to cope with mandarin intrigues, vil- 
lage oppression, mutinous railway cool-, 
ies, turbulent soldiery, and, besides pro- 
fesisona] skill, he, therefore needs it 
some measure the qualities of a diplomat 
ist, soldier, linguist and philosopher. 

Mr. Cox, who was recently assaulted 
near Pekin, bus had many similar ex- 
periences during the dozen years he has 
been railroad building iu the Chihli prov- 
ince, and has only extricated himself by 
dint of tact, pluck and goud humor. He 
has practically for years carried his life 
in his hand. 

In 18'JU, for instance, during Hoods, a 
mob, led by the soldiery of Lutsi, a mill 
tary camp near Tientsin, cut the rail 
way embankment and destroyed sevei 
miles of line, their officers encouraging 
them, and the enlightened viceroy, Li 
Hung Chang, in his l'ainen a few miles 
off, "layiu' low and sayiu' uuffin'." The 
cause alleged was that the embankment 
prevented the Uood water from running 
oft', which, as there ware frequent out 
lets, was utter nonsense. Previous to 
that iittempts had been made to wreel 
trains, and the lives of the foreign em 
ployees were constantly threatened. 

The life, too, of the foreign guard on 
a train is not always .i happy one. Man- 
darins' servants without tickets take pos- 
session of a first class carriage, eat t 
drink, and perform other functions of 
nature in it. Perhaps they light a pan 
of charcoal to warm themselves if the 
weather is cold. Charcoal litis certain 
asphyxiating effects; the other passengers 
complain, and the servants have to be 
ejected. Too much violence might lead 
to a general attack on foreigners and 
another Tientsin massacre, while too lit- 
tle would not be effective. The unhappy 
guard has to follow the "happy" mean 
between a good hard push and a mild 
knock-down blow. 

There have, of course, been ninny ludi 
crous as well as dangerous incidents oi 
the North China line. When it was first 
opened, Chinese would come to the book 
Ing office and try to bargain for tickets 
When told the fare, they would offer half 
and gradually raise their bid, much dis- 
gusted that, they should not, in n busi- 
ness spirit, be met half way. 

One day a country gentleman, on his 
first ride in a train, seeing his house mid 
way between two stations Hying past, 
deliberately opened the door and stepped 
out into space. At. the pace the train 
was going, a European would certainly 
have been killed; but the supple Celes- 
tial, after a prolonged period of somer- 
saults, was seen to pick himself and bun- 
dle up, dust his clothes, and set off home 
across the fields— much pleased with his 
short-cut and the convenience of the 
"lire wheel carriage." 

An unfortunate railway coolie, equally 
ignorant of the laws of mechanics, did 
not get off so well. Seeing two trucks 
coming at a snail's pace down u siding, 
he placed his foot on the rail to stop 
them. To his astonishment, it was cut 
off, and he learned, like Stevenson's cow, 
that momentum is made up of mass as 
well as velocity. 

But in spite of everything, railways are 
bound to prosper in a country where 
travelling is otherwise so slow and so 
difficult— cars and ponies in tho north 
and boats in the south never doing more 
than thirty or forty miles between dawn 
and dark.

Electors otherwise qualified to vote- 
at any Municipal Eleetlou in the Municipal- 
ity of; Victoria, sbnll be entitled to vote nt 
such election, notwithstanding the non-pay- 
ment of taxes, rates and assessments due 
or payable by such electors to the Muni- 
cipality. 

Sec. 2. The "Municipal Electors' By- 
Law, 1807" (No. 277). Is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This By-Law may he cited as tbe- 
"Munlclpnl Electors' By-Law. 1808."

Steam collier Mincola was at Esqui- 
mau yesterday, and sailed for Comox in 
the evening. 

FOR ORIENTAL PORTS. 

After a few days' delay at Tacoma in 
waiting tor an American register, the 
Northern Pacific steamship Olympia got 
away yesterday for the Orient, and will 
be followed by the Glenogle, of the 
same line, on Sunday. The Olympia 
left here last evening, after loading •'$<> 
tons of salted salmon and the annual 
shipment of dead Chinamen's bones, of 
which there were 28 cases. These ship- 
ments gave the steamer all she could 
carry. Had she space she could have 
taken several hundred tons of salt sal- 
mon, which will now be forwarded on 
the Glenogle. The Olympia received It 
Chinese passengers from Victoria and 
had 5S from the Sound. She carried 13 
European travellers, six of whom are 
young ladies from the East going to in- 
land China as missionaries. Among the 
others were Mr. Forsyth, who embarked 
here with the intention of taking a 
pleasure tour, and Dr. Lnmpsou, a den- 
tist, going to Manila. 
OFFERS FOR THE MANAUENSE. 

Mr. Frank Richards and daughter 
were passengers on the Islander from 
Vancouver last evening. Mr. Richards 
says that until matters are adjusted with 
the underwriters for the work done on 
the Manauense by the Albion Iron 
Works the steamer will remain here; 
and the underwriters will be held res- 
ponsible for any expense incurred in 
consequence of their non-payment of 
claims. Several offers have recently 
been received from San Francisco and 
Seattle for the boat and if she is sold a 
more suitable boat will be secured for 
the Northern trade. Mr. Richards has 
several prospectors in the Atlin country 
and is greatly impressed with the pros- 
pects for next spring. He leaves shortly 
for Liverpool in connection with a new 
shipping line and while there will lay 
before his associates a proposition to es- 
tablish trading posts in the new district.

PLAGUE AND FAMINE. 

Russia Threatened With the Two— 
Three-fourths of Inhabitants of 
One Village Afflicted. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 21.— Russia Is at the 
present moment threatened with a double 
danger— famine and pest, or plague. The 
famine will fortunately he localized in the 
districts of the Volga. Already the provin- 
cial authorities are doing their best to 
tight against, or at least to attenuate the 
t the famine. Large provisions of 
wheat sent from Siberia are being distribu- 
ted among the starving families. All able- 
bodied peasants have been enlisted by the 
government authorities to labor on public 
buildings and other works of public use- 
fulness. 

The government has also decided to em- 
ploy a number of these peasants on the 
construction of new canals throughout 
the steppes, for purposes of Irrigation, 
since the had harvests of the past few 
precisely the results o£ the bar- 
renness of the soil. 
Hut. whereas the famine only Interests 
ussin. and, In reality only a small -por- 
tion of the empire, on the other hand the 
plague Interests all Europe. This dread 
■aso prevails in the province of Lamar- 
de. In Turkestan. It was in the village 
Anzob, county of Iskender, nnd district 
of Plnndjekend, that the disease suddenly 
made Its appearance. This region Is a wild 
one; mountains, difficult of access and sur- 
rounded 'bv peaks which. In certuln eases, 
are over 13,000 feet in height. 

The Asiatic plague, the tehouma, for such 
Is Its real name, does not appear this time 
to have been Imported from India. The 
hrst suspicious case was that of an old 
woman at the village of Marzln. Another 
native woman, belonging to the village of 
Anzob took charge of the body, washed and 
burled It according to Mussulman rites. A 
few hours later this woman was taken 111 
with the disease, ami died three days after. 
Hut the plague had already spread about 
her. among her relatives: Hrst her parents, 
then lier brothers and sisters died. A panic 
soon seized the Inhabitants of Anzob. There 
was no physician In that remote community 
but the wise men of the comunlty held n 
council, and by n unanimous vote came to 
the conclusion that the poor woman who 
had Hrst been affected by the disease had 
not been burled according to the rites pre- 
scribed by the prophet. Hence the unger of 
the Almighty, whom It was necessary to 
appease before the disease could bo stop- 
ped. Action was Immediately taken In the 
matter, and the natives repaired to the Mo- 
hammedan cemetery. The disinterred the 
bodv of the unfortunate woman and. after 
having examined It at length, hurled it 
cording to the most approved Mns- 
rltos. As a natural result of this 
nee. a few days later three-fourths 
nhnbltunts of the village were 
with the disease, and the tchouuin 
body knows. Is Incurable. 
But the Russian government, to Its credit 
lie It said, does not go about matters half 
way when a question of public hygiene and 
safety Is involved. No sooner had It been 
Informed of the existence of the disease 
than the military authorities of the prov- 
ince took decisive measures. /Ml the public 
roads leading to the contaminated village 
of Anzob were shut off from the surround- 
ing country, and the peasants of the neigh- 
boring villages culled upon to form a sani- 
tary girdle around the community. Detach- 
ments of Cossacks were In their turn 
posted nt certnln Intervals for the purpose 
of keeping u close watch over these peas- 
ants. Then the Russian of fleers entered 
the village, which was found to he a per- 
fect nest of Infection. Mohammedans are, 
ns a rule, not cleanly in their habits, but 
In this regard the natives of Turkestan arc 
doubly Mussulmans. Orders were Immedi- 
ately given to burn all the clothing and the 
furniture of the dead, and to thoroughly 
disinfect every house In the village. Those 
stricken with the disease were at once 
isolated In special sheds, hastily built for 
the purpose. Those of the Inhabitants still 
free from the disease were ordered to give 
up all their clothing, bedding nnd household 
utensils, which wore burned. According to 
the Intost advices, a commission of bacter- 
iological physicians, accompanied by hospi- 
tal nurses, 'has started for Anzob and the 
result of Its Investigations Is awaited with 
no lit ti«- Impatience In St. Petersburg. But 
there Is eertalnlv no doubt that the disease 
In this Instance Is, ns In 1878, the tchonuia.

New Vork, Dec. 2.— The Stock market 
here refused to respond to the sanguine 
view indicated on the London exchange for 
the future vulue of American securities.

The rate for call money 
there fell to li'Xi per cent., and was easier 
also In Paris as u result of extensive ac- 
commodation accorded the money market 
by the Hank of England nail Hank of 
France. The effect In the New York mar- 
ket of higher prices abroad was only tem- 
porary, nnd the demand for standard stocks 
became semi-stagnant. The sluggishness 
and heaviness of the railroad list caused 
a continued diversion of speculative activity 
Into the industrial specialties.

Mr. T. V. Twinning, one of the best 
known theatrical managers in the Par Eust, 
and Mr. Sydney H. Morse, a noted tenor, 
who are arranging to give a concert In 
Victoria In the near future, are guests 
at the Dallas, having arrived on the SUo- 
wcru a few days ago from most Interesting 
travels through the Orient. Mr. Morse 
sang for a tew Victorians yesterday, iiuii 
is described by one critic ns being the peer 
of the tenor here with Madame Altmnl 
a few years ago. 

The two hii.ve travelled through China, 
Japan, the Straits Settlements and India. 
Starting out from Calcutta, they went to 
Hyderabad, where they were the guests 
of His Excellency Sir Asrann Jah Bahadur, 
prime minister of the plate. In an Inter- 
view Mr. Morse said: 

"it was very hot, but we were most 
hospitably treated. They could not do 
enough for us. and Mr. Farlduujl, the min- 
ister's private secretary, was especially 
hind. lie took us out to Golcoada one 
day, and 1 sang in one of the tombs, which 
Is roofed with a dome. The effect was 
marvellous. The sound of each note was 
succeeded by a series of magnificent vibra- 
tions, which melted away in charming 
dlmucndo Into the apex or the dome seven 
or eight sounds after I had vocalised. It 
was like striking a perfect chord on an 
organ. I was astonished nnd delighted, 
'those old Moslem architects must have 
thoroughly understood the science uf acous- 
tics, for 'these tombs were used for the 
chanting of prayers by devotees. If the 
architects of London could only discover 
their secret, what a splendid temple of 
music we might have built In the huh of 
the universe. A few minutes afterwards 
I sang In another nnd a larger tomb In 
which some people hud pitched their camp. 
Then! was no such effect as In the smaller 
tomb, which shows how disastrous drapery 
of any kind. Is to the free play of sound." 

After giving three! concerts they went to 
liombay nnd were there ut the I line the 
plague broke out. Poona was next visited, 
end the hospitality of Lord Sandhurst, the 
governor, for a time partaken of. Prom 
there they went to Ceylon and gave con- 
certs In all the different cities, Mr. Mbrse 
being requested to sing several titties for 
S r J. West Itidgewny, the governor. <;i)lng 
then to Madras, it was their good fortune 
to meet the new and retiring governor. Sir 
Arthur E. Havclock and Lord Weilloek, 
respectively. At Ranjoon, too. Mr. Morse 
sang before Sir Prye. Their next moves 
were to Mandalay and the Straits Settle- 
ments, going then to Singapore, .lapiin, and 
later to China. They were the first Btiro- 
peans ever to take part in a concert pro- 
gramme given at the Toatal's "At Home."

Rtorlell about lire In the big cities of China. 
He accounts for the recent disturbances in 
the capital as being due In n large men- 
sure to the desire of the Empress to see 
n little of the outside world, which nrlvl- 
lege tin- cabined Is guarding against. There 
are three walls about Pckln, and It IS with- 
it, the Innermost one that the Empress 
remains. He pities the young lady who 
enters the missionary Held In China. She 
N great lv exposed, and at best accomplishes 
little. enrnnmen do not take to Chrlst- 
litalty and cannot be converted. The iioiiu- 
Intlon does not know what civilisation 
n, cans, and It would be more charitable to 
teach them how to be clean than It is to 
teach them religion. They never wnsh 
more tlnin their faces or bunds, nnd their 
Ullder-gnrments, donned at New Years, nre 
never changed. War with China. Mr. 
Twinning thinks, would be ealamltlous, 
tin' Chinamen not only being Ignorant of 
the use of weapons, as was demonstrated 
in the Into war with Japan, but prevented 
from handling a gun by their very dross. 
The Brent wall which encircles China im- 
pressed the two visitors, and of tills anil 
other Interesting scones they have secured 
some excellent kodak pictures. Mr. 1 win- 
ning does not wonder at sickness spreading 
In a eitv like Shanehnl proper, which knows 
no sanitary regulations.

Liberal Members of Parliament Fear 
Ho Will Sacrifice Canadian In- 
terests nt Washington. 

Buffalo, Dec 2.— The following special 
from Washington appears in the Morning 
buffalo Express: An Interesting situation 
lias resulted from the arrival in Washing- 
ton this week of several prominent Can- 
adians. The statement has been, made La 
some quarters that these gentlemen have 
come here la the font that the commis- 
sioners representing the Dominion govern- 
ment will, in their anxiety to conclude a 
treaty, make some concessions which are 
detrimental to the Interests of at least 
some per cent, of persons and organizations 
in Canada. , ., 

Within the last two days several gentle- 
men have arrived, and all of thorn represent 
very great material Interests In the Do- 
minion. One 'of these Is Geo. !'. Itcrtram, 
member of parliament and a h.-'I known 
shipbuilder, of Toronto. ALthoU4£li Jlr. pert- 
ram declares 'that his presence at Washing- 
ton was due to ids tourney south to visit 
the shipbuilding works ut Newport News 
It Is noticeable that he has had several 
conferences with Sir Wilfrid Laurie r. and 
I here was apparently considerable Import- 
ance attached by the hitter to his views. 
Mr Hutchison, member of parliament for 
Ottawa, who owns flout and oat meal inter- 
ests, Is nlso In Washington. Registered with 
him nt the Shorehniu hotel, which Is only 
one block from the Arlington, where the 
meetings of the high joint commission are 
held is Mr. Henry O. Hamilton, formerly 
of Toronto, but now occupied with water 
power and manufacturing interests In Sun It 
Ste Marie Current rumor has It that, both 
these gentlemen nre here for the purpose 
nf Impressing the Canadian commissioners 
with the Importance of Insisting strongly 
mam all the rights which, In their opinion, 

pr rly belong to the government of th 

Iiomlnlon and its citizens. 

There Is a tendency to believe la Bom 
miartors that the Canadian manufacturer 
are concerned Oil account or the anticipation 
that they might he sacrificed in an effort 
nf the Canadian commissioners to allow 
manufactured articles to enter Canada In 

return for th ltry Into this .country of 

agricultural products from Canada, V\ nether 
I here Is more or less foundation for this 
hi lief the negotiations between the Can 
adian and American commissioners on tin 
suotect of reciprocity have reached a erltl- 
cal stage This Is not to sny thai then 
any danger of a failure to agree, but merely 
a 'conservative statement regarding I 
dellcacv of the situation. Even If nn ngr 
nient should bo reached— ns at lcflflt one 
member of the Canadian commission be- 
lieves will be th ise-tnero Is; still grout 

danger that the senate may veto the mea- 
sure or may Impose such modifications us 
will not be' nceptable to Canada. 

Enormous private Interests will certainly 
be represented at Washington as soon ns 
the time approaches for bringing up the 
proposed treaty In the senate. The lumber 
Interests, which are so vast nil the way 
along the border of Maine to Lake Superior, 
are grentlv opposed to the efforts now tie- 
log made to secure n reciprocity agreement. 
The belief among the owners of these- timi- 
ber Interests Is. nf course, that n r«;cl- 
procltv agreement would bring Oimnllnn 
lumber Into more active competition with 
the American product thnn is now the ease 
under the Dlnglcy law.

Very Existence of the Constituency at 
Stake— The Government's Insult 
to Settlers. 

From the Wellington Enterprise. 

In the lust Issue of the Enterprise we 
directed the attention of the people of 
Alhernl to the estimate which Mr. Cotton 
placed upon their time and labor when 
he, as the apologist and as u member of 
the government, slated la the columns of 
the News-Advertiser that two dollars a day 
was ample remuneration for road work. 
There Is more contained In this statement 
than might at first appear. Mr. Cottou 
not only stated that two dollars a day was 
ample remuneration, hut that any amount 
of labor could lie obtained at that figure. 
Such a statement Is one of a heartless 
and coldblooded character. It indicates 
that (lie present government took no in 
terest In the struggle of a settler lu this 
heavily timbered country. In strong con 
trust to this treatment of the settler, \v( 
ask the people of Alberni 10 look uuct 
upon the policy pursued by the Turner 
government. We feel confident that they 
will acknowledge that no ministry in Brit- 
ish Columbia evinced a greater interest 
and expressed it also in the public accounts 
lu everything connected with the struggles 
the progress and success of our agricul 
tural kinsmen in this province. Due way 
in which they endeavored to assist tin 
settler was by the building of roads, streets 
and bridges, and In doing so they endeavor- 
ed, as far as lay In their power, to con- 
line the work on these public works and 
expenditure of money In connection there 
with to tlie actual resident settlers of tin 
several districts In which these pub.lc works 
were undertaken. The late ministry fully- 
understood (bat the settler hi the scattered 
districts of this province had little af this 
world's wealth to provide the necessaries 
of life for himself and family while he 
was clearing the giants of (lie forest from 
the land to make the fields of his future 
rami. In many of these cases Is was u 
"from band to mouth struggle," and with 
the idea of giving the settler a helping 
hand these useful public works wi 
auguratcd. In many other ways was the 
Interest of the Turner ministry In the su( 
cess of our agricultural community evinced 
We have neither the time nor tile space 
lo discuss those matters now. They are 
sufficiently known to every settler In Al 
bend. But we again ask the good people 
of that district If the cold blooded and brutal 
Indifference shown by the present govern- 
ment as exemplified by the statement of 
Mr. Cotton In so many words In the News 
Advertiser, "what do we- care who builds 
our roads, whether It lie the honest settler 
or the ruffian just let loose from gaol; tW( 
dollars a day is our standard, and that 
amount Is more than sufficient for th 
work done?" meets with their endorsation 
If common gratitude for favors shown, and 
for paternal Interest taken In everything 
which concerns the success of our settlers 
call for some return at their hands, It 
surely mast at this crltlcnl moment call 
for some return at the hands of the settlers 
of Alberni, and demand from them their 
sympathetic support for any candidate who 
Is in accord with Mr. Turner and his party. 
Unconstitutionally turned out of ofllce, the 
late ministry have bad their places taken 
by a set of usurpers who have nothing! 
to commend them to the sympathy of tin 
voters of this province, nnd of Alberni In 
particular.

A MEAN GOVERNMENT. 

Protest From u Friendly Newspape! 
Against Some Petty Innovations. 

From the Boundary Creek Times. 

TheTlmes does not believe that the reign 
of economy Introduced by the Semlin gov- 
ernment Is in many respects popular or la 
the best interests of the province. The 
acts of the government looking towards the 
curtailing of expenditure tire often small 
and sometimes mean. To boast of these 
small vlrtiires will force many to the conclu- 
sion that possibly the government will 
stand watching in larger and broader acts 
In connection with the administration of 
public affairs. 

Our attention has been drawn to an ex 
ample of how the government Intend to 
save the province from financial ruin. For 
several years the legislature has been in 
the habit of voting small grants to resi- 
dent physicians In Isolated districts. It is 
quite possible that In some Instances these 
grants were given for political purposes, 
hut in the majority of cases they were 
well earned. The government has an- 
nounced that these grants are to he can- 
celled on the si si of December— the mid- 
dle of the financial year. 

The decision of the government is not 
honest, m il her can it be considered regu- 
lar. The .government did not pass those 
giants; they were voted by the legislatur 
and lo tile legislature should be left the 
power of taking them away. When the 
grants were passed they morally, If not 
legally, belonged to the poorly-paid and 
hard-working physicians for whom they 
were Intended. To cut olf those grant's 
when they nee half-exhausted is not acting 
fairly with the medical men. Last yea 
$300 was voted to Dr. Jakes, resident phy 
sielan for Boundary Creek. This grant 
was secured after a hard fight by Donald 
Graham, M.P.P., bncke.i up by representa- 
tions from the people here. .Mr. Graham 
cannot hut have a high appreciation of 
his new political friends when they refuse 
to pay half the grant that be wrested 
from a hostile government and a hostile 
legislature. 

If Iboi. Mr. Semlin wishes his govern- 
ment to lie popular, he should send Ills 
attorney -general to some Institution where 
he could take a course In manners. He 
appears to he free from the amenities of 
life unit to be laboring under I he impression 
that all the honesty in the province Is 
now confined within the walls of tin? par- 
liament buildings, His circular to the cor- 
oners is it piece of boorish impertinence. 
It Is quite possible that some coroners have 
been endeavoring to make money where In- 
quests were unnecessary; but to tell pro- 
fessional men that they have been In the 
habit of plundering the provincial treas 
ury was entirely uncalled for.

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THE MANUFACTURE OF NICKEL. 

Makers have succeeded la electro-depos- 
iting nickel plates 20 by 30 Inches In size 
nnd % to Vj of an Inch thick, which are so 
tough and elastic that It Is very difficult 
to chisel the metal; and the shearing of 
plates more than l-og of an Inch In thick- 
ness is us troublesome iib the manipulation 
of so much tempered steel. It Is an Im- 
portant fact, also, that these plates, or- 
dinarily, will neither break under the ham- 
mer or crack under the punch. The greater 
portion of the output of pure nickel is used 
in making nickel steel and German silver, 
and the rest east into anodes for nickel- 
platers.
